votes against 25 in the Senate, 
and by 244 votés against 108 in 
the Lower House. i 

The bill, therefore, has become 
law. Clearly, Mr. Lewis antici- 
pated Congress’s decision; for he 
arranged a new armistice in the 
miners’ strike, and ordered the 
men back to work, just in time 
to save himself from the penalty 
of imprisonment, to which he 
would be liable under the new 
Act. The armistice, he has 
announced, will expire on October 
Sist, but President Roosevelt 
declines to accept this fiat; and 
it will be interesting to see what 
action will be taken if Mr. Lewis 
attempts a new call-out. More 
interesting, however, will be the 
progress of the struggle between 
President and Congress — if 
Congress persists in its attitude. 
It inflicted another defeat on him 
last Saturday. From the time 
when the United States entered 
the war, the resident has been 
consistent in his efforts to keep 
down the cost of living.

In addition, the Senate, against 
the President’s will, have voted in 
favour of the creation of what 
they call a “ Food Czar,’’ an

nice taste might describe the fistic 
exchanges of the principals and 
the sensuous enjoyment of the 
spectators as brutal.

Since the Eighth 
Marquess of Queensberry framed 
his famous rules such combats 
have been so regulated that no 
participant possibly could suffer 
the injury caused by the lead- 
stuffed gloves of the ancients or 
the bare knuckles of the old prize- 
fighters. The knock-out now 
means the end of the fight, not 
merely an interruption, and differ- 
ence of weight, as was seen in 
Dublin not long ago, is not of 
surpassing importance. It still is 
axiomatic, however, that ‘‘ the 
bigger they are the harder they 
fall.’’

VERITAS DRAMA GROUP 


With ‘‘Dreams Must Vanish.”’ 
their first production, the Veritas 
Drama Group made an interesting, 
if somewhat difficult, experiment at 
the Gate Theatre last night. The 
aim of the Group is to produce 
original plays from time to time 
which will deal with problems aris- 
ing from the conflict of reason and 
faith. It is conceivable that very 
good plays could arise from this 
conflict, but ‘‘Dreams Must Vanish’ 
does not afford the very best kind 
of opportunity for gauging the 
chances of getting this kind of 
drama across in a big way. 

There is a little too much quiet 
simplicity about its construction, 
and it does not hang together con- 
vincingly enough to let one feel any 
force in what it is trying to say. 
The spectacle of the Fitzgerald 
family dealing with problems aris- 
ing from the conflict: is not made 
dramatically exciting. This may 
have been wisdom on the author’s 
part, and the play may have been 
all the better: for not having tried 
to put its ideas across. in 
that way. With its neat 
characterisation and gentle turn 
of humour it was not unpleasin 
as a performance. It wag exceed- 
ingly well produced and the players 
never attempted to find more 
strength in its lines than the author 
had put there. 

The simple story of “ Dreams 

ust Vanish ” tells without depres- 
sion of disillusionment and renuncia- 
tion, and, in the Fitzgerald 
daughters, it had two parts which 
were very well played by E. Breaden 
and N. O’Doherty. Good in the cast 
also were P. O’Brien, T. Byrne, P. 
Ruane and F. Thompson. 

The performance had a very 
enthusiastic reception from a 
crowded house, and the author, 
whose name did not figure on the 
programme, was warmly called. She 
is a playwright who is likely to do 
much better work than “ Dreams
